A History of the Filtbusters. 

A letter announces the impending death of 
Col. Jack Allen, at Bright Star, Hopkins county, 
Yexas. He was widely known in the Southwest. 
In his young manhood he had the misfortune to 
slay a man in Shelby county, but the jury ad- 
judged it a clear case of self-defense, and he was 
acquitted. Shortly afterwards he left for Mis- 
souri, and, with a single companion, 
made his way through the Indian ter- 
ritory and thence into Texas. That peo- 
ple were then at war with the Mexicans. 
He was with Sam Houston at the battle of San 
Jacinto, which ended the war. He returned 
bome and engaged in farming: but when the war 


| broke out on the Rio Grande Allen raised a cav- 


alry company. and was with Gen. Humphrey 
Marshall's regiment at Buena Vista. 
The conclusion of the Mexican war let loose a 


| set of restless men eager for any warlike enter- 


i 


| 


prise. The acquisition of Cuba attracted their 
attention, as it did indeed many leading men in 
the South. Jack Allen was of course among the 
number. He raised a band of men in Kentucky, 

and was prominent among those who 
composed what may be called the 
“first Cuban expedition. Sailing trom 

a Southern port in a small vessel by orders to 
act in concert with the creoles of Cuba, who 
were said to be ready to revolt, the ‘‘filibus- 
ters.“ as they were termed, proceeded to the 
Island of Contoy, near the coast of Yucatan. A 

sojourn of three weeks with exposure diagusted 
the men until orders were given to leave, when 
their spirits revived. The vessel made its way 
to Cardenas, on the northern part of the island, 

where they were landed. Their rebel friends, to 
their chagrin, informed them that their 
force was too small to throw the island into 
revolution and declined to give any assistance. 
Ther: horities had been advised of the plans of 
the u vers and had a force close at hand to 

meet ti in. They charged on the filibusters, who 
gallantly repulsed the assault, and, know- 
ing discretion to be the better part 
of valor, retired to their little vessel. Allen 
fought bravely in this fight. The filibusters 
then headed for Key West, and when within a 
few miles of that place, discovered the Spanish 
man-of-war, ‘Pizarro,’’ bearing down on them 
under a full head of steam. She approached 
near enough to firea few shots at the vessel, 
but the boys escaped and scattered over the 
place. 

The year following (1851), the filibusters were 
again at work under Lopez, and Jack Allen was 
with them. He raised several hundred men in 
Kentucky, and took them to New Orleans. Lo- 
pes, with the lamented Major Wm. Crittenden, 
had also left for the Island. Their fate is known. 
Crittenden’s little band of fifty men was cap 
tured, and with himself shot, and Lopez was gar 
roted. In the meanwhile the Kentuckians in 
New Orleans beseeched the Cuban Aid Society 
for transportation, but in vain. When the fate of 
the expedition was known the filibusters in New 


Orleans disbanded, and Allen and others re- 


turned to Kentucky. Several expeditions of a 
similar character were projected between that 
time and the year 1856 by General Goicouria, 
with Colonel Allen as one of the leaders, but all 
of them failed. General Walker and his filibus- 
ters, however, had met with more success in 
Nicaragua, and Jack Allen determined to join 
him. He chartered the steamer Sultana, and 
left the Portland wharf May 21, 1856, with nearly 
two hundred men, for this expedition. Few, 
alas! were destined to return. Half of the num- 
ber reached Granada, where Allen was appointed 
Colonel of the regiment. He subsequently re- 
turned to Kentucky on the plea of ill health. 
He believed the cause of Walker was lost; and 
while here he arranged with Goicouria for an- 
other Cuban expedition, embracing the enlist- 
ment of his own men in Nicaragua, as well as 
others who desired to leave Nicaragua, but who 
were restrained therefrom by force. Goicouria 
was to send a vessel to San Juan del Norte to 
bring away the men. Gen. Lockridge, who was 
subse quent ly the commander on San Juan river, 
was in the secret. Allen returned to Nicaragua; 
but a successful operation of the Costa Ricans, 
in capturing from Walker the steamships on 
Lake Nicaragua, defeated the Allen-Goicouria 
descent on Cuba. Col. Allen left Nicaragua in 
October, 1856, and came home. He lived 
in quiet on Lis farm in ; 
county from that time 
inauguration of the late civil war, when he 
espoused the cause of the Confederates. He was 
the leader of several hundred men, who left 
Kentucky in September, 1861. He served in the 
Confederate army for a short time and then re- 
tired, remaining South, however, until hostilities 
ceased, whem he again returned home and re- 
sumed his agricultural pursuits. He went to 
Texas some months since, but with what par- 
ticular object we are not advised. 

Col. Allen was arestiess and adventurous man, 
and no enterprise was too hazardous for his 
reckless spirit.

Streets uncleaned for two centuries, 
by the hogs and vultures! The r 
unclad and unwashed, with skins the water 
scems neter to have penetrated, and eyes 
that are sore—but why pain you to deser{t e! 
Imagine the worst of everything, in that way, 
and that worst is all here. Nevertheless, 
people do live here, and some Hve magniti- 
cently. There are some wealthy Chinese. 
There are many wealthy mandarins, The 
interior of some of their hope exterior- 
looking dwellings abound In a ceftatn species 
of luxuries, and ina very few comforts. 
What Pekin is, therefore, one cannot see in 
the streets; and as a foreigner can only with 
great difficulty get into a Chinese house, 
no stranger is likely to sce more tllan 
these streets. There are sum laws in 
Pekin that forbid luxurious indulgence. No 
mandarin ever can ride in a sedan chair, no 
mat ter how many buttons he has won, what 
their color is, or fans he _ carries, 
but by special permission of the Emperor. 
‘The sedan chair is the Emperor's 
tive. Forelgners attached to le 
it as representative of home 
“insolence”’ is tolerated from necessity; but 
no Chinaman ventures upon anything beyond 
a cart, save on two great days of life, or 
death—the first a riage proceasion, and the 
second a funeral. Luxuries are allowed then. 
The. woman, then, the only day of her 
life, rides in a-sort of sedan. Hence, now I 
understand the commotion made on the night 
of my entering the city in an open sedan, and 
a lady in it. ‘These santas aws I speak 
of pervade, I am told, all Pekin life, and are 
here especially kept up to keep the people as 
far as possible removed from the luxuries of 
the Emperor. They do not exist elsewhere in 
China, only in this court city, where the Em- 
peror is. The mandarin has his especial sable 
robe or ermine adornments in winter. As for 
they seem to be 
of no aceount here, save as moth- 
ers of children. The Chinaman takes as 
many wives here as he can support—the Em- 
peror has them by the hundred—but the first 
wife is the real wife, the only mistress of the 
establishment, and the others are only her 
handmaids about the establishment, — 4 they 
all obey ber. The A e and 
Jacob mode of life is the life in China yet. 
They have vot advanced, in this respect, a 
step beyond the Patriarchs. What a field 
this would be for Mrs. Cady Stanton and the 
other bright strong-minded ladies, who in 
America are for reforming the world— 
for woman is not of the least account here, 
save to be pretty and well painted with white 
powder and vermilion, hair long, skew- 
ered, and well glued, so that the gale of wind 
can not disturb it—the whole standing upon 
two — ag looking like birds’ claws done 
up in sandals, and here called feet. Alas! 
women-fashions are equally foolish every- 
where! I bet in Japan, once, the woman's 
hair was her own, and was beaten in the bet. 
I would not bet on anything about woman in 
China now, from her head to her foot-claws— 
from her long nails to the color of her face. 
Copper I should have called her color, but I 
see 80 Many powdered and vermilion faces, 
that I am not certain, now, the woman race is 
not white with red cheeks, or cheeks a little 
reddened. Above the brows is often painted 
red, with the eyelids, too.

Third—The Department of the Platte is for 
the present discontinued, and the territory 
embraced is attached to the Department of 
Missouri. Gen. Augur will transfer the de- 
partment records to Fort Leavenworth, and 
explain in person to Gen. Pope the disposition 
of the troops therein and the generai instruc- 
tions under which they are acting; after which 
he will proceed to San Antonio, Texas, and 
assume command of that department. The 
depots of supply at Omaha will remain as they 
are at present, and the officers in charge will 
report to Gen. Sheridan, communding the Mil- 
itary Division of Missouri. 

Fourth—Col. J. J. Reynolds, of the Third 
cavalry, on be relieved, will proceed to 
Fort McPherson, Nebraska, to await the arrt- 
val of hie regiment and to take genera! charge 
of the horses equipments to be left there 
for that regiment. 

Fifth—The States of Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and the Gulf posts as far east- 
ward as and embracing Fort Jefferson and Key 
West, will constitute anew command, to be 
called the Department of the Gulf, and will be 
commanded by Col. W Emory, of the 
Fifth cavalry. Col. Emory will turn over the 
command of his regiment and post to the offi-

HID FOR EIGHT MONTHS. 


Capture of Twe Murderers Under a 
Rutherford County Corn-crib. 
{Nashville Banner, 4th.] 

On the 23d of last March the slander case of 
Maynor vs. J. W. Taylor was decided in the 
Cireuit Court of Rutherford county, the jury 
rendering a verdict of $5,000 damages for the 
plaintiff. Maynor remitted $4,900 of this 
amount, leaving defendant to pay the costs. 
This liberal course on the part of Maynor 
seems to have only inereased the hatred en- 
tertained against him by Taylor and his sons. 

About five o’clock that evenmg, Maynor 
and his principal witness, William Hall, left 
Murfreesboro for home, on horseback. ay- 
lor, with his two sons and a man named 
Brown, left directly afterward, and overtook 
the two horsemen about three miles out on 
the Lebanon pike.

4A Private Talk With General Carl 
Schurz. 


[From the Milwaukee News. | 

We rose from the perusal of the extraordi- 
nary speech of General Carl Schurz, at Louis- 
ville, to read a notice that he would deliver a 
lecture for a charitable object in this city last 
night. His presenee here, am his old 
neighbors and friends, afforded an opportuni- 
ty for a little plain talk with him personally, 
which we offerfor his consideration. There 
appears to us one error in his argument at 
Louisville, as in his other speeches; and there 
is one insurmountable obstacle to the objects 
that he seems to be strivin ac h. 
Geyeral Schurz gives full faith and credit to 
the Democrats who accept the new departure, 
so-called, but he belittles their number and in- 
fluence in the party, expressing freely his * 
prehensions that the Bourbon“ element is 
still a very powerfal element in the 
party, and that there is danger, from 
he traditional reactionary tendencies of 
the Democracy, that if the ty se- 
cures itself in power it will overturn the set- 
tlements of the war, even as far back as the 
Thirteenth amendment abolishing slavery; or, 
if he is too —— to be 12 by 
these apprehensions himself, he declares that 
a sufficiemt number of the masses of 0- 
le cherish them to prevent for years, if not 
orever, the Democratic party from achieving 
a populär success at the polls. He therefore 
advises it to disband, and to partici 
movement to defeat Grant's re-elect pend- 
ing the reorganization of the politics of the 
country. We wish we could convince General 
Schurz that if he understood the nature of 
the Democratic party better he would lose 
these apprehensions. For wise, brilliant, and 
able as he confessedly is, and as well as he 
understands American politics, he has evi- 
dently falled to comprehend the principles or 
the elements that compose the emo- 
cratic party.

Curiosities of Memory. 

John Kemble used to say that he could 
lcarn a whole number of the Morning Post in 
four days; and General Christie made a similar 
assertion, but it ls not Known how far either 
of them verified this statement. Robert Dil- 
lon could repeat in the morning six columns 
of a newspaper he had read over night. ur- 
ing the repeal debates in the House of Com- 
mons thirty-seven years ago, one of the mem- 
bers wrote out his speech, sent it to 
the newspapers, and repeated it to 
the House in the evening; it was 
found to be the same, verbatim, as that 
which he had written out.

THE CAUSE OF EDUCATION. 


Called on to Take the 
er in Hand. 
[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 
LovistaNa STaTe UNIVERSITY, | 
Baton Rook, Oct. 25, 1871. 
I have recently been in correspondence with 
a number of distinguished and influential men 
(presidents and professors of colleges, &c. 
members of Congress, and others) throughout 
the Union relative to a combined movement 
to secure the passage of a bill by Congress, at 
the coming session, giving to each State and 
Territory one milllou of acres of the public 
lands for the endowment of one, and only one, 
university or college. The object is, of course, 
to secure to each State and Territory an insti- 
tution of learning of a high grade. Some of 
the States of the Tnion—the Southern States 
particularly—are too poor, and will be too 
poor for years to come, to accomplish that of 
themselves; lence the necessity of help from 
some quarter,and that assistance can most 
readily come from the General Government. 
It builds railways, improves harbors, makes 
rivers navigable, and encourages industry and 
skilled labor, and why not also take care that 
literature and science and the arts are taught 
in their highest perfection to those in whose 
hands are to be intrusted its destinies? The 
General Government has, therefore, estab- 
lished schools and universities in the new 
States and Territorics—some of which are 
prosperous, others not—and now we ask that 
a general law be passed for the benefit of all 
the old as well as the new es. t law 
cannot be 22 too soon, for the public 
lands are being fast giv@jjaway for other pur- 
poses. An in nt erican people is 
sure to be an enterprising, prosperous, and 
wealthy people, and the writer believes that 
the General Government could do no better

but as they did in regard to other things, in- 
cluding title to property, marriage and heir- 
ship, suffrage, banks—everything the regula- 
tion of which by special constitutional pro- 
visions did not come within the range of Fed- 
eral power. The Democracy did not defend 
slavery, but defended the right of the people 
in the several States to defend slavery. And 
from this association of ideas, profound and 
radical errors were made by many men in re- 
gurd tothe relations of the Democratic party 
to that “relic of barbarism,’’ and man 
Democrats even did not know the distinction 
which their principles established, and con- 
founded the moral with the political rights of 
slavery. Slavery was protected by the Con- 
stitution, or else an amendment to the Con- 
stitution would not have been necessary to 
provide for its abolition. The Democratic 
party was 2 devoted to the Constitu- 
tion, and to the decisions ot the courts ex- 
pounding it, and their devotion partook ofthe 
graceful superstitious element that in religion 
leads to the love of saintly relics and the 
places which holy feet have trod. All that the 
Constitution sheltered was regarded by the 
Democratic party with respect if not with 
attachment, and so, out of a mere sentiment, 
grew the general belief that the Democratic 
party defended slavery from principle. When 
this general error was at its hight, General 
Schurz took his first lesson in American 
politics. He regarded the Democratic 
party as a pro-slavery party, and would 
not beneye that it was really, as it always 
had been, the radical, progressive party of 
the country, and so he joined the Republican 
party. He does not see that from the first 
the friendship of the Democratic party for 
slavery was apparent only, and that the error 
rew out of its idolatrous friendship for the 
‘onstitution and for the forms of law which 
ysrotected slavery. So now they charge the 
emocratie party with friendship to the Ku- 
klux because it opposes unconstitutional 
anti-Kuklux legislation. And Gen. Schurz is 
open to the same charge, and ft is based upon 
the same error as that upon which the belief 
was based that the Democratic party was a 
pro-slavery party. So the alleged hostility of 
the Democratic party to certain war meas- 
ures did not grow out of sympathy with 
the rebellion, nor with the objects sought 
to be gained by the South inthe war, but 
because they belicved that the war in the 
first place was not neces , and that after it 
became unavoidable it might have been waged 
to a speedier and more successful issue by the 
adoption of measures strictly within the Con- 
stitution; and if the Constitution was te be 
overthrown in the war for its preservation, it 
might as well have been abandoned at the 
outset without the war. Now this principle 
of attachment to the Constitution and to the 
decisions of the courts under it, or rather to 
the judicial power, is as strong as ever iu the 
Democratic party. It forms an absolute guar- 
antee again what General Schurz calls re- 
action.

The difficulty and delicacy of the class : 

of cases which are commonly brought up 
under the civil rights bill have been strik- 
ingly illustrated during the present term 
of the Federal Court. No one can read 
the charge of Judge BAUL AR, printed in 
Saturday's issue of the CourRrER-JOURNAL, 
without feeling, against the state of society pretend 
which verifies the general remarks prefac- 8 — So or to call ‘the 0 
ing the charge, and against the Judge who eg 
undertakes to offset that condition of so- 
ciety by becoming a quasi prosecutor at his 
own bar, a sort of helpless and alteraate 
indignation. We have read that charge 
with careful impartiality. All that is said 
about the inadequacy of local law and the 
deficiency of public sentiment is trae. 
This admitted, we do not hesitate to add 
that the entire drift and force of Judge 
BALLAkpb’s remarks is an argument for the 
Government, and, as we think, an unsound 
argument, calculated to inflict direct pri- 
vate wrong, and, in its consequences, to 
produce boundless injustice, both public 
and private. 
We shall not undertake a dissection of 
what is obvious and may easily be seen for 
the reading of the matter in question. 
Judge BALLARD claims, what is undoubt- 
ed, that a perjury of the most disgusting 
character has been perpetrated, and then 
distinctly assumes that the witnesses for 
the defense have committed the perjury 
and not the witness for the prosecution, 
because, as he argues, the defense has a mo- 
tive (i. e., the acquittal of the prisoners) 
and the prosecution has no motive at all. 
This is carrying the doctrine of protecting 
the weak to an extreme which amounts to 
partisanism, though we are disposed to as- 
cribe it to strong sympathy with the de- 
fenseless and an earnest protest against 
lawlessness rather than to a partyism, 
which, in a transaction of this kind, could 
have no motive. The effect, however, is 
the same; and it is this—this dangerous 
public polity—whieh we are considering. 

We shall consider it, too, without sac- 
rificing our allegiance to the law, or abat- 
ing one particle of our hostility to out- 
lawry of this or of any description; for 
we ourselves are at fault—we ourselves 
allow these things to be possible—we our- 
selves give Judge BaLLaRp an opportunity 
which a worse man, which a really cruel 
and ambitious man, might use tothe de- 
struction of the whole State—we ourselves 
from our own criminal negligence, and we 
have chiefly ourselves to thank for it. Nor 
shall we ever get rid of the evil until we 
ourselves extirpate its cause. The scoun- 
drels who engage in it, and who think 
themselves protected both by public senti- 
ment and State law, must be sought out 
both by public opinion and State law un- 
til they, and the peculiar offenses which 
they commit, are wiped from existence. 
On the other hand, the Federal authorities 
must work with our public opinion toward 
the making of an adequate local legisla- 
tion, and, after it is made, toward its un 
obstructed execution. 

The conflicts of judicatures have pro- 
duced much of the evil. There is now 
practically little use in a State court 
attempting to try a case in which a ne- 
gro is engaged, because of the interference 
of the Federal Court, which may come 
along and take the case out of its hands.

The Seuth Carolina Shame. 
There must be some end tosuch a course 


of the Radical officials who have ruled 
there so ruthlessly, and been mainly in- 
strumental in bringing on the present 
outrageous condition of affairs in 
the outlawed districts, are about 
to be exposed.

There ae 
still a few people left in this enlightened 
country who would not be at all surprised 
to find Graxt protecting with his bayo- 
nets such a horde of thieves and swindlers 
as this. 
The West Virginia Victery. 
The Democrats have carried West 
ginia by an overwhelming majority. The 
returns of the election which took place a 
week ago last Thursday came in slowly, 
and the result only became known a few 
days ago. Members of the Legislature 
and delegates to a Constitutional Conven- 
tion were chosen, and the Democratic ma- 
jority is over fifteen thousand. One of 
the results of this victory will be the adop- 
tion of the “Flick Amendment” by 
the Constitutional Convention, removing 
political disabilities. The State is now 
completely in the hands of the Democracy, 
a Democratic Governor having been elect- 
ed last year. The Democratic people, 
though they rejoice, are not wild, and do 
not mean to indulge in the partisan ex- 
cesses which have been the death of the 
Radical party in that State. They are mod- 
erate and mild, and mean to do well. This 
from the Wheeling Register gives a 
pretty good idea of the way they look upon 
the responsible position which they have 
assumed: ““Amidst all oar rejoicings over 
the great victory that has been won, we 
must not lose sight of the duties which this 
triumph imposes. The whole power of 
the State is now in Democratic hands. A 
new Constitution is to be formed, and a 
fresh impetus is to be given to all that will 
promote the common good. Theeccasion 
calls for the exercise of the highest quali- 
ties of statesmanship, the utmost prudence 
and the wisest counsel. It will not be 
sufficient for us to do merely as well as the 
party has done; we must do 
better. The new Constitution must improve 
upon the old, and the State government 
must be better administered by Democrats 
than it has ever been by Republicans in the 
past. Our duty to the State demands this 
at our hands, and the continued ascendenty 
of the Democratic party is conditioned 
upon its justice, wisdom and moderation 
at this time. 


The Elections To-morrow. 
Important elections will be held in ten 
States of the Union to-morrow, viz.: New 
York, Maryland, Massachusetts, Minneso- 
ta, Mississippi, New Jersey, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Nebrasks, and Virginia. In the 
latter a Legislature is to be elected. The 
present one has a Conservative majority, on 
joint ballot, of seventy-two; so that we 
may reasonably count upon a victory for 
the opponents of Radicalism. In Missis- 
sippi a Legislature will be chosen. 
The Radical majority in the State 
two years ago was 38,089, the 
present Legislature being seventy-six 
Radical majority, on joint ballot. The 
Democracy is samguine of success in the 
present contest, notwithstanding these 
overshadowing figures. The election in 
Maryland is for Governor, State officers, 
and members of the Legislature. In 1870 
the Democratic majority in the State on 
the Congressional vote was 18,868, in a 
total vote of 134,822. The last Legislature 
contained 111 Democrats and no Republi- 
cans. All parties concede that the Demo- 
cratic State ticket will be elected by a 
large majority, while the Legislature will 
be almost unanimously Democratic. The 
State of Illinois elects a Congressman-at- 
large. In 1870, Jonx A. LoGas, Radical, 
was elected by 23,610 majority. Wiscon- 
sin elects a Governor, other State officers 
and a State Legislature, In 1870, the Radi- 
cal State ticket was elected by 9,026 ma 
jority in a total vote of 146,832.

A Fatal Panic at the Col- 
ored Baptist Church 
Last Night. 


Eleven Women and Children 


Crushed and Trampled 
to Death. 


A Scene of Wild Confusion With a 
Fearful Result. 


FULL ACCOUNT OF THE AFFAIR. 


About balf-past 9 o'clock last night a slight ac- 
cident oceurred at the colored Baptist church 
on Fifth street, near York, which was productive 


in either story, but the upper room is handsome- 
nha eg up, and was occupied last night, at the 

of the accident, by a large congregation. 
The pulpit is in the rear part of the room, and 
there is a mall gallery in front for the choir. 
Two narrow stairways, each probably four fect 
wide, rise just inside the main door of the buiid- 
ing, and lead up to the room. The floor is sup- 
ported by a row of pillars, extending from front 
to rear of the lower story. It appears that these 
pillars stand over the space between the 
lower joists, and rest onty on the thia plank of 
the floor. These explanations are necessary to 
® proper understanding of the dreadful affair. 

The colored pastor, Rey. W. W. Taylor, had 
concluded his sermon and was about to take up 
a collection, when the pillar supporting the 
floor, just in front of the pulpit, gave way— 
broke through the thin plank on which it rested 
below—and the weight of the audience caused 
the upper floor to sink a little at that point. 
The accident was accompanied by a loud noise 
of the breaking plank below and the cracking of 
the yielding timbers, which startled a number of 
the congregation; but all might have been well 
if some one, frightened out of prudence and 
without thought of the consequences, had not 
cried out that the church was falling down. 

The panic that instantly ensued was abso- 
lutely fearful. The narrow stairways were 
crowded in a twinkling with a struggling, shriek- 
ing, crowding, pushing mass, fighting to get out, 
the strong trampling the weak, and the weak 
going down beneath the rush of the surging 
throng like so many reeds in a hurricane. The 
minister, retaining his presence of mind. strove 
in vain to check the tumult. He urged all to re- 
main quietly in thelr seats, shouting aloud that 
there was no danger, and raised a hymn, in the 
hope that it would have some effect in restoring 
quiet. He was ably seconded by others, bat, o 
a time, they might as well have attempted to 
stem the current of N 

Men jumped from the gallery to the floor, and 
joined the rush. Numbers jumped out of the 
windows on the south side of the church, alight- 
ing five or six feet below on the roof of P. B. 
Barnums drug store, which is on the corner of 
Fifth and York, and adjoms the church building. 
The stairways were ciowded with women, and 
men jumped over the band-rail upon their heads 
and crawied out on their hands and knees over 
the throng, who had become so jammed in the 
docrway that some of them had to be pulled out 
in order to loosen the mass of human beings 

tightly between the casing and pressed 
on by the crowd behind. The benches at the 
head of the stairs were crushed and broken by 
the struggling crowd, and the partition and door 
at the foot of the stair on the right of the main 


entrance were sbivered and torn to pieces by 


the torrent of humanity that poured down the 
steps. Weak women and little children were 


crazy with Such a  penie-stricken, 
desperate throng is seldom seen. The rushing, 
crushing crowd were shrieking and yelling in 
fear or pain or excitement, and loud above the 
horrible din rose the bymn of those of the con- 
gregation who remained in their seats The 
scene was truly fearful. 

Neighbors and pedestrians for squares arouad 
rushed to the spot, and the police were speedily 
on the ground. A messenger had been sent to 


panic was dangerous to life and limb; those who 
remained inside continued singing and endeav- 
oring to quiet the furious tumult. By the com- 
bined efforts of all these, aided by some vigorous 
measures adopted by those outside to loosen 
the jam in the doorway aad on the stairs, com- 
parative oider was at length restored, and the 


external and internal; while in the midst of all 
lay eleven dead bodies, killed outright in the 
few brief minutes of the fearful conflict. either 
suffocated or trampied to death by the reckless 
and desperate th 

Several of these were picked up in the yard 
They had either been crushed in the church and 
carried cut lifeless aud limp by the surging 
crowd, or they had been trampied to death after 
they had passed out of the door by the frantic 
rush of those who followed them. Two of the 
dead were children, one apparently a year old, 
the other four or five years. The rest were wo- 
men, and it was the subject of frequent remark 
in the immense crowd gathered at the church 
that only women were killed. All with whom 
we talked, and who witnessed the terrible at- 
fair, stated that the men were wild with affright 
and bore down and trampled the women without 
mercy; yet the scene was not without its re-

One Woman attempted to jump out of a window 

where vhe fall would have been almost certainly 

fatal, but she was seized by two or three who 

forcibly held her back and thus probably saved 
her iife. 

The conduct of the pastor deserves great 
pra se. He retained his presence of mind 
throughout the whole terrible seene, and, with 
his deacons and those of his conpregation 
whom they could influence, he contributed much 
towards restoring order and preventinga much 
greater loss of life and limb. 

A few minutes after the tumult was got under 
control, the bodies of the dead were carried 
into the lower part of the church building; five 
were laid out om pews, and six on the floor in 
front of the pulpit. As the relatives and friends 
of the victims recog 
grief and wailing would 
stone. Mothers were weeping and moaning in 
agony over their children, lavishing caresses 
upon the inanimate forma; brothers and sisters 
were crying aloud and wringing their hands, or 
standing in deep and i. but silent an- 
gush over the corpse of a sister; and one old 
man was on his knees beside his dead wife, rock- 
ing his body to and fro, end alternately praying 
and The lamentations of some were 
loud and agonizing, while the grief of others 
was deep but decorous, and they evidently strug- 
gied bard to keep from breaking out into noisy 
demonstrations. . 

An injured woman named Matilda Payne, who 
lives with Mr. Hiram Smith. was in a little room 
at the right of the main door, evidently suffer- 
ing intensely, it was suppose, from internal in- 
juries. 

Three wounded, two women and one man. 
were taken into Barnum's drug store. Only one 
of them, Betty Stikes, who lives on Preston 
street, opposite Knapp's Garden. was found to 
have any bones broken. Her left leg was frac- 
tured above the knee. Another one of the three 
was a woman said to be from Frankfort, who 
was suffering from violent hysteria, and 
who was taken by Willis Adams (colored) to his 
home, near the corner of Hancock and Roselane 
streets, to be cared for until her recovery. The 
third only suffered some slight bruises, aad was 
soon able to walk home without assistance.

THOMAS GALES FORSTER. 
The Celebrated 8 ‘Spiritualist at Weis- 
iger Hall st Night. 


The spiritualist lecture at Weisiger Hall last 
night by Thos. Gales Forster was largely at- 
tended. The main ball bad been secured, and 
was filled neariy to its full capacity by an atten- 
tive and appreciative audience. Men and women 
were there from all the denominations of ortho- 
doz rejigion, and heard the speaker with patience 
and interest.

The choir again sang, and then came the lecture 
proper, upon the passage of Scripture found in 
Matthew xxv., 46: These shall go away into ev- 
erlasting punishment, but the righteous into life 
eternal. 

His remarks were clear and forcible, and were 
well received. He is undoubtedly a lose 
Mason r., and presents the theory of spiritual- 
ism in a very favorable light. He discussed the 
definition and origin of the words “everlasting” 
and eternal at considerable length, and made 
it appear that they are incorrect!y used in the 
Bible. They. he says, are the translation of the 
Greek word one, which meant that duration or 
cycle of existence which belongs to every object 
universal in right of its genus. Hence some 
word should be used that means the opposite of 
eternal and everlasting. The speaker said that 
any linguist present could satisfy himself of the 
correctness of this definition by reference to a 
lexicon. 

The meaning of another Greek word had long 
engaged the Christian world in 6 spirited con- 
troversy. It meant to pour, to sprinkle or to 
immerse, according to the particular sect who 
used it. All these interpretations were e >rr< et. 
The word bapttze,“ he said, was coined by King 
James, who thus settled the dispute. Dr. For- 


same monarch to have coined words in place of 
and everlasting. De Quincy bad 
substituted the word Ionic, which the apeaker 
adopted. 

The lecture was delivered im a trance, and 
purported to come from the spirit of Mr. Day- 
ton, a person but little known, even to the medi- 
um. He was a finished and graceful speaker, 
whose oratory approaches the sublime. The 
audience several times, catching the enthusiasm 
ot his eloquence, forgot the sacredness of the 
hour and place and gave vent to their feelings in 
rounds of appladse. The speaking continued

. His arguments were all directed 
@gainst error and superstition as he believed 
them to erist in the bosom of orthodox churches 
and individuals.
